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CHAPTER 496. 
AN ACT relative to the apportionment of Dane 

county. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The cities of Madison and Stough-
ton and the towns of Blooming Grove, Dunn, Rut-
land, Dunkirk, Pleasant Springs, Albion and Mad-
ison shall constitute the first assembly district. 

The towns of Dane, Roxbury, Berry, Spring-
field, Westport, Middleton, Cross Plains, Verona, 
and Fitchburg shall constitute the second assem-
bly district. 

The towns of Black Earth, Mazomanie, Ver-
mont, Blue Mounds, Perry, Primrose, Montrose, 
Oregon and Springdale and the villages of Ore-
gon and Mazo Manie shall constitute the third as-
sembly district. 

The towns of Vienna, Windsor, Burke, Bristol, 
York, Sun Prairie, Medina, Cottage Grove, Deer-
field, Christiana and the village of Sun Prairie 
shall constitute the fourth assembly district. 

SECTION 2. All acts or parts of acts conflict-
ing with the provisions of this act are hereby re-
pealed. 

SEariox 3. This act shall take effect from and 
after its passage.
